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DETAILED ACTIONC 

1. Claims 49-71 are pending. Claims 1-48 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 50, 51 , 63, and 64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A. At claims 50, 51 , and 63, the preamble should read as The composition". 
Correction is appreciated. 

B. Claim 64 refers to Fig. 1 , which is improper in U.S. practice. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 54 and 65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Boehringer Mannheim GmbH (Reference AM). 

The instantly claimed compound is disclosed. At page 8, line 8, see the named 
compound. 

6. Claims 55 and 66-69 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 49, 52, 53, 56-62, 70 and 71 are allowed. 
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8. The Information Disclosure Statement filed February 2, 2004 has been 
considered.
